REBELS EXECUTED. 


About fifty Haitian rebels were 
summarily executed at Cape Haitien 
today, after the government forces 
had won a fierce two-hour battle in 
the streets with 500 revolutionists, 
who had gained entrance into the 
town early in the morning before the 
garrison was awake. 

Capt. Russell of the battleship 
South Carolina reported the affair to 
the Navy Department. His dispatch 
said the government troops, number- 
ing 400, repulsed the attack with a 
loss of eight men killed. The rebels, 
after having thirty-one killed, fled in 
disorder. Many sought refuge in 
houses, from which they were dragged 
for execution. 


RUSSELL’S REPORT. 


Capt. Russell's report, which cam 
by wireless, follows: 

“At 3 o'clock this morning the rebel 
forces, about 500 strong, under the 
leadership of Charles Salnavo, gained 
an entrance into Cape Haitien before 
they were discovered. The govern- 
ment troops, consisting of about 400 
men, were concentrated near the 
point of entry and successfully 
stopped the advance. Each faction 
stood its ground and a rapid and con- 
tinuous rifle fire was kept up for 
about one hour, when Fts. St. Michel 
and Bellaire opened up with artillery. 

“This had a demoralizing effect on 
the rebels, and a disorderly retreat 
was begun. The rebels left their dead 
and wounded on the field and many 
threw away their arms. The fighting 
lasted about two hours. 

“The latest information gives the 
killed as thirty-one on the revolu- 
tionists’ side and eight on the side 
of the government. 

“Cape Haitien is quiet tonight. 
After the fight this morning a proc- 
lamation was published by the govern- 
ment stating that a number of the 
rebel forces, which gained entrance 
into the town last night, were known 
to be hidden in buildings inside the 
town and that whosoever should har- 
bor or fail to deliver over such per- 
sons should, upon discovery, suffer 
death. 

“The houses of the town were 
searched and a number of concealed 
rebels were discovered and shot 
Some estimate the number shot as 
high as fifty.” 

Solon Menos, the Haitian Minister. 
conferred today with Secretary Bryan 
and urged that intervention would re- 
sult in a number of counter revolu- 
tions with possibly the dissolution of 
the present government and even the 
abdication of the President. 

“I count on the spirit of justice of 
the American people,” said Minister 
Menos, referring to intervention, to 
restrain them from taking the step 
which would be so harmful to Haiti.”

GROWS TOO FAST 
FOR CENSUS MAN. 


HE GIVES AS LOS ANGELES’ 
PRESENT POPULATION LAST 
YEAR’S FIGURES.

WASHINGTON BUREAU OF THE 
TIMES, July 22.—There were 109,- 


021,992 persons living. within the ter- 
ritory embraced by the United States 
on July 1, 1914, according to a bulle- 
tin containing the estimates of popu- 
lation for the years subsequent to 
ithe thirtenth census, made in 1910, 
prepared under the supervision of C. 
8. Sloane, geographer of the Depart- 
ment of Com and just issued. 

The population of the United States 
in 1910 was 101,748,269, so there has 
been a gain in population estimated 
at more than 7,000,000 in the last four 
years. 

One of the most remarkable exam- 
ples of steady and rapid growth is that 
by Los Angeles, which in the last cen- 
sus Was given a population of 319,108, 
and according to the semi-official fig- 
ures just issued, now has 438,914, a 
gain of 119,806 in four years. This is 
all the more remarkable when the to- 
tal gain in the State of California was 
but 380,346. 

The population of the forty-eight 
States of the Union and the District 
of Columbia in 1914 is 98,781,324, 
whereas in 1910 it was 91,972,266. 

Washington never would believe 
the truth about Los Angeles, and the 
local population figures have always 
proved approximately correct. The 
city has grown too fast for the Fed- 
eral census machinery to keep up with 
it. The population of 438,917, given in 
the above dispatch, are the figures de- 
duced by the Los Angeles Directory 
Comany last year, and the same au- 
thority one year later gives the pres- 
ent population of the city as 516,317. 
The official figures in 1910 were 318. 
198, making a net gain, 


according to 
the estimate, of 197,119, or 13,892 
total

Sale of Branch Line to Southern 
Railroad Gave Great Profit to Di- 
rector, Witness Charges.

WASHINGTON, July 22.—Charges 
that purchases of branch lines by the 


Southern Railway were comparable to 
the New Haven transactions were 
made today by B. L. Dulaney of Bris- 
tol, Tenn.-Va., before the Senate com- 
mittee investigating charges that the 
railroad discriminates against Charles- 
ten and other southern ports at the 
behest of a coal trust. 

“These deals show how millionaires 
are made,” declared Dulaney. 

Chiefly, his charge rested on what 
he said was the sale of the Virginia 
and Southwestern to the Southern by 
H. K. McHarg, a director in the lat- 
ter, at a profit of $4,000,000. Dulaney 
said that he, as a member of a com- 
pany owning the Virginia and South- 
western, offered control of the stock 
to the Southern for $500,000 with 
$1,000,000 bonds outstanding. Later, 
he Said. McHarg sold it to the South- 
ern for approximately $6,500,000. The 
Knoxville and Bristol, Dulaney said. 
offered to him for $49,000, was later 
to the Southern tor about 3500.

SECURITIES BILL 
NOW COMPLETED

Trade Commission Measure 
Pushed in Senate. 


Minimum Price for Stocks to 
Bie Fixed by Board. 


Borah Declares the Sherman 
_\ . Law Is Adequate.

[BY A P. NIGHT WIRE) 
WASHINGTON, July 22.—Upon 


insistence by Senator Borah, the Sen- 
ate today resumed consideration of 
the Interstate Trade Commission bill, 
first of the administration anti-trust 
legislative measures. 
Earlier in the day the revised Clay- 
ton bill to supplement the Sherman 


act was reported from the Judiciary 
Committee, but the Interstate Com- 
merce Committee, after an all-day 
session, still was not quite ready with 
a perfected measure to regulate the 
issuance of securities by common 
carriers. 

The securities bill was practically 
completed to the satisfaction of a 
majority and a new print of the re- 
vised text was made public, after the 
committee had yielded to Louis D. 
Brandeis, one of its advisers, and in- 
corporated a section which would 
make it unlawful for a common car- 
rier to acquire any new lines without 
authori from the Interstate Com- 
merce Commission. 

Mr. Brandeis and George Rublee of 
New York, both .of whom have 
worked with the committee for many 
weeks. objected strenuously to the 
scope of supervisory authority given 
the Interstate Commerce Commission 
in the Newlands bill, and they plan 
to make an appeal to President Wil- 
son tomorrow. The experts object to 
the terms of the bill which they 
maintain would amount to a Federal 
guaranty of railroad securities and 
abolish all authority of State Rail- 
road Commissions over stock issues. 

SCOPE OF BILL. 

As agreed upon tentatively and to 
be reviewed by the Interstate Com- 
merce Committee tomorrow, the 
Newlands bill would give the Inter- 
state Commerce Commission author- 
ity to approve or disapprove the 18 
suance of securities by carriers for 
“construction, extension, enlarge- 
ment, betterment, maintenance or 
equipment of its railroad or facill- 
ties,” Ste., or for the “lawful ac- 
quisition of the property of, or in- 
terest in another common carrier 
corporation, or for the protection of 
or improvement of property hereto- 
fore acquired not connected with its 
business as a common carrier, if 
such last named expenditure will not 
injuriously affect the public interest 
nor impair the ability of the corpora- 
tion to perform its public service as 
a& common carrier.” 

The commission would have the 
power either to fix a minimum price 
below which securities should not be 
sold, or to require the securities to be 
offered for sale by competitive bid- 
ding and when issuance of securities 
are approved the commission would 
“issue to the carrier its certificate of 
authority.” 

BRANDEIS ACT. 


The Brandeis act accepted by the 
committee would make it unlawful 
for any common carrier even though 
permitted by the authority creating 
such a company, “to acquire by lease, 
purchase or otherwise any interest in 
any railroad, boat line, or electric line, 
or any stock, or any of the securities 
of any corporation or association con- 
trolling or operating the same, unless 
the commission, upon application and 
hearing, shall find that the acquisition 
will not impair the ability of either of 
said carriers to perform its service to 
the public as a common carrier.” 

Electric railroads are exempted 
from the bill except when they are 
parts of a railroad system. 

BORAH’S SPEECH. 

After getting the Trade Commission 
bill before the Senate instead of the 
river and harbor bill, Senator Borah 
continued his trust speech interrupted 
about a week ago. He challenged the 
advocates of the bill to point out a 
single instance of unfair competition 
that would not be a violation of the 
Sherman anti-trust law. 

Senators Hollis and Cummins in- 
sisted that such instances existed. 
Senator Newlands declared the decrees 
of court showed the courts lacked 
the machinery to enforce the Sher- 
man anti-trust law, and Senator Hol- 
lis took the position that the courts 
had not and could not be compelled 
to exercise what power they pos- 
sesed to put down monopoly. 

“The commission will be as power- 
less to put down monopoly as the 
Emperor of China,” retorted Senator 
Nelson. 

THE CLAYTON BILL. 

In the report on the Clayton bill 
submitted by Senator Culberson, the 
committee describes the changes in 
detail. Section 3, which would have 
made it unlawful for owners or oper- 
ators of mines, oil wells, electric 
power plants, etc., to refuse to sell 
their products was stricken out be- 
cause “it would deny freedom of con- 
tract to one of the parties, and conse- 
quently would be of doubtful con- 
stitutional validity.” 

Discussing the exemption clause 
from which the consumers and frater- 
nal organizations were eliminated, the 
committee said fhat not even a forced 
construction could bring fraternal or- 
ganizations under the ban of anti-trust 
laws. With reference to consumers it 
was stricken out upon the ground that 
it would be susceptible of abuse. The 
committee held, moreover, that the 
only organizations which should be ex- 
cluded of the operation of the anti- 
trust laws are thore where labor is 
the basis of one of the chief factors 
in the organizations as in the case of 
labor organizations proper and agri- 
cultural and horticultural organiza- 


tions.

BELFAST (Ireland) July 22.—A 
crowd of militant suffragettes created 
a wild tumult in the Assize Court and 
its vicinity today when Miss Dorothy 
Evans, an official of the Belfast branch 
of the Women's Social and Political 
Union, was brought up for trial on the 
charge of having in her possession 
explosives for the purpose of commit- 
ting a felony. Miss Evans had been 
arrested in the house of the Lord 
Mayor of Belfast. 

Suffragettes broke windows and 
savagely assaulted the police com- 
mittee. The disturbance was so great 
that proceedings had to be suspended 
for a time. 

Miss Evans and her supporters so 
successfully blocked the proceedings 
that the judge adjourned the case to 
the next Assizes. He refused, how 
ever, to accept ball.

sion, and no one ts allowed to sit on 
a chair in his presence except his 


sons and nephews, 


Ordinary men, approaching the 
King, had to kneel three times, once 
just inside the last entrance to the 
King’s inclosure, then near the door 
of the “palace,” and lastly immediate- 
ly in front of His Majesty. And the 
last time they knelt they put the 
palms of their hands together, 


rubbed their little fingers in the dirt 


and then transferred the dirt from 
their little fingers to their foreheads 
or temples and clapped their hands. 


This ceremony they repeated three 
times at the last kneeling place, and 
the King answered by putting the 
palms of each hand across each other 


with the fingers of the right hand 


well above the thumb and index finger 
of the left hand, and waving them. 
If the King did not answer thus, or if 
he thrust out his foot and waved his 
toes—which was an insult—the sooner 
the man retreated the better for him. 


If a man omitted to send or take 


the King a share of his trading prod- 
ucts he would not be favorably re- 
ceived, and might expect to see His 
Majesty's toes wave instead of his 
fingers.

[Washington Star:] “The coffee 
plant is indigenous to Liberia. The 
elephant coffee berry grows there in 
abundance. It has a peculiar flavor, 
the taste for which is acquired, but, 
once acquired, one prefers this to 
all other coffees. The elephant berry 
also is used in producing fine blends. 
Brazil and other coffee-growing coun- 
tries obtained their original stock in

“The coastal country of Liberia is 
low and, in places, marshy. No har- 
bors but at Monrovia is a 
splendid roadstead. Relatively small 
sums expended in the construction 
of breakwaters would create an ideal 
harbor. The level country is well cov- 
ered by vegetation, but it is not 
broad in extent. Back from the coast 
the ascent to the hills is sharp.

in the stores in the towns. I havea 
never seen a beast of burden in the 
country. 

Travel is all on foot and one can 
go but ten or twelve miles a day 
through the jungle. All goods are 
transported by hand. Consider that 
it takes a man at least two days 
to carry to the seacoast a load of 
palm oil or nuts or rubber. and you 
can readily see that the cost of trans- 
portation just about eats up the sell- 
ing price of the product. 

“Nevertheless trade thrives. The ex- 


-tent to which it would reach with 


transportation and with intelligent 
development of the natural resources 
is almost unbelievable. 
“The towns are all along the coast. 
By no means can any one of them 
be considered a sanatorium. Malaria 
is prevalent. No one can escape it. 
Tn some instances it takes the deadly 
form known as black water. 
“The towns, particularly Monrovia, 
in their architecture, are . duplicates 
of American southern towns. Brick 
homes of colonial style, with pillared 
porches, are many. English is the na- 
tional language, and in cotrts and 
government generally, American 
forms are closely followed. 
YA negroes’ country, ruled and 
dominated by negroes. Liberia treats 
whites with respect, decency and 
kindliness. The same cannot be said 
of all African countries where the 
negroes predominate. The white man 
who behaves himself in Liberia is 
treated exactly as he is in any other 
enlightened country in the world.”

WEB TIGHTENS 
ABOUT BANDIT. 
Three Car Men Identify Him: 
as Marauder. 


Victims Pick Him Out from 
Many Prisoners.

I. W. W. Drug · Deer Main- 
tains Sullen Silence. 


Taken before the street-car men he 
is believed to have robbed, William 
W. Meador, the suspect who was ar- 
rested Tuesday afternoon, was posi- 
tively. identified last night by three 
more victims, and the police are now 
satisfied that the LW.W. not only 
Gisseminated the seeds of anarchy, 
but made his living by hold-ups on 
the side. ' 

Pale from a certain nervousness 
that is unmistakable to the police and 
which indicates the lack of some form 
of stimulating narcotic, the prisoner 
was lined up in the City Jalil with a 
dosen trusties of about the same bulld 
and height and the car crews which 
had suffered from the bandit's opera- 
tions were invited to look at the men 
and identify the robber if they could. 

Altogether thirty conductors and 
motormen looked at the grim line, but 
only three are certain as to the iden- 


tity of the man suspected of terror- 


izing them for many weeks. 

Of the thirty men who were led into 
the jail corridors, twenty-eight were 
employed by the Los Angeles Railway 
Corporation and two by the Pacific 
Electric. All have deen held up at 
different times, and the fact that 
three of the number were able to 
identify the same man leads to the 
belief that no mistake was made when 
Meador was arrested. 

Even Chief Sebastian complimented 
the officers in their good work, and 
stated that there is no doubt that 
they had caught the right man. Con- 
ductor V. Kuehns of No. 640 Ruth 
avenue said he was held up and 
robbed on the morning of the 3d 
inst., at the end of the Edendale run, 
and when the suspect was lined up 
with the other prisoners he immedi- 
ately picked out Meador as the man 
who did the gob. “There can be no 
mistake, as I know the man,“ he told 
the detectives later. 

S. Blette, an electrician employed at 
the Ivanhoe substation, identified 
Meador as the man who held up the 
game car, and said he is positive, be- 
cause he talked with the robber a 
few minutes before. 

Conductor G. C. Loggins of No. 
953 Hollenbeck Terrace was led in 
with a number of other street-car em- 
ployees, and without hesitation picked 
out Meador as the man who robbed 
an East First-street car at Gage and 


— 2 streets on the night of 
uly 
During the ordeal the suspect 


maintained his self-control, and gave 
the impression that he was under the 
influence of some drug. 

Inasmuch as a bottle of strychnine 
was found in his pocket when arrest- 
ed Tuesday night, the detectives be- 
lieve that he obtained the drug to kill 
himself quickly in the red that he 
was captured by the police. 

After the identification Meador was 
again questioned ‘by Detectives Winn 
and Hickok, who unearthed the evi- 
dence against him, but he maintained 
a sullen silence when the facts were 
presented tending to show his guilt. 

That he is an anarchist in princi- 
ple was shown in expressions of hatred 
directed against certain newspapers 
which he alleged were in the pay of 
the “capitalistic class.” 

After he had refused to answer any 
more questions, under direction of a 
firm of lawyers, as he said, the sus- 
pected bandit was again locked up to 
await further developments.

Capt. Osborne did not imply] that 
the financial outlook was the one of 
most importance or even one of the 
most important, however. He pointed 
out that the glorification of Los An- 
geles in the eyes of the world and 
the bringing here of desirable resi- 
dents should be our chief aim. His 
address, in part, follows: 

The Convention League has waged 
a consistent campaign to get conven- 
tions to Los Angeles in 1915, and it 
now has over twenty conventions on 
its list, some of them of very consid- 
erable importance. 


IMPORTANT CONVENTIONS. 


Among the more important of these 
‘conventions are the International Con- 


Convention of the Y.W.C.A., the In- 
ternational Saengerfest, the national 
gathering of Elks, and the National 
Real Estate Exchanges. There are 
many other considerable organizations 
to meet here at that time. While 
these great conventions are of the 
greatest importance and benefit to Los 
Angeles, they involve a very consid- 
era. amount of expense, which must 
be me: by the host city.

“PORK BARREL.” 

When the New York Journal of Com- 
merce had finished looking over the Demo- 
cratic river and harbor measure it declared 
that this was not a “bill,” but a “scandal.” 

The Democrats have talked of “economy,” 
dinned it as a campaign argument, paraded 
it as cause for compliments, set it up as an 
idol for an admiring and grateful nation to 
bow down to, im gratitude, and yet these 
same “economical” Democrats have manu- 
factured and legislated the most astounding 
“pork-barrel” measure in the history of 
the nation. For the information of the unin- 
itiated it may be said that the “pork bar- 
rel” provides for appropriations in the dis- 
tricts of those Senators and Congressmen 
who desire to please and continue in the 
favor of their constituents. It is a sort 
of legalized graft. 

The Chicago Evening Post presents these 
examples to illustrate the bill’s provisions:. 

“Cape Fear River, N. C., on which one 
— egeg makes a trip once a week, voted 

“Oklawaha River, Fla, ninety-four miles 
long, celebrated in verse thus: 

We have a crooked river that has a crooked 
name, 

And grabs a crooked million while ia a 
crooked game,

propriation of $733,000 for this river, but 
it went through.” 

“pork-barrel” appropriations are 
primarily to convince constituents that 
their representatives at Washington have 
“some pull” and better be allowed to re- 
main. Since the Democrats control Con- 
gress they were united in support but split 
the appropriations to suit individual exigen- 


cles. 


The total appropriation of this character 
amounts to $93,529,475. It has been de- 
scribed frankly as for “no other purpose 
than to try to buy reelection to Congress 
by omnibus bribery of the electorate.” The 
money is poured out ofttimes with no re- 
gard for probable transportation facilities— 
but only with a regard for getting money 
out of the United States Treasury and in- 
to the district of the Senator and Congress- 
man. 
The Engineering News says: “How 
strongly the beneficiaries of the present 
river and harbor systems are intrenched 
is proved by the fact that with all the ex- 
posures of its iniquities by such men as 
Senator Burton and President Taft, and 
many years ago by President Cleveland, to 
say nothing of many others of prominence, 
the system still continues to draw money 
from the national treasury in a flood which 
increases year by year. Sometimes, per- 
haps, some influential commercial or tech- 
nical organization may be able to bring 
about a reform. Until that happens the 
nation will continue calmly to pour out mil- 
lions a year into pools and ditches to per- 
petuate obsolete systems of transportation 
and benefit a traffic which has disappeared.” 

Unquestionably, government assistance 
in developing rivers and harbors is neces- 
sary. But this has been made the excuse 
for tremendous graft; there has been no 
uniformity of development; the appropria- 
tions are not always made honestly or in- 
telligently. Senator Burton has recom- 
mended a plan for the national develop- 
ment of river transportation that cannot 
help but appeal to honest men, but Con- 
gress is blind to his proposal. He suggests 
that the general policy of improving the 
main streams be given attention before 
work is begun on the branch streams, and 
that the whole policy be regulated for util- 
izing the waterways profitably.

POMONA, July 22.— According to 
the estimates prepared by the heads 
of the different departments of the 
local city government, as submitted to 
the City Council, it will cost about 
$108,000 to run the affairs of the mu- 
nicipality for the ensuing vear. From 
these estimates the Council will allot 
the expense budgets for the year. 

The salaries form the greater part 
of the estimates, which are as fol- 
lows: Street department, $44,200: l- 
brary, $12,150; park department, 
tax collector’s office, $2625: 
City Clerk's office, $2540; engineer’s 
office, $3275; police department, 
$7000: fire department, §6750; May- 
or and Council, $2460. 

The largest appropriation is for the 
upkeep of the city’s streets; $18,000 
will be required for labor, street- 
sweeping will cost $10,000; the main- 
tenance of the city stables, $3200; 
$4000 will be required to run the sew- 
er farm; about $13,500 for labor in 
the parks, and $1800 is set aside for 
the swimming pool. All of these esti- 
mates will have the careful considera-

CRESCENT VALLEY SUPPLY OF 
WATER CONSERVED FOR 
DOMESTIC USE.

ESCONDIDO, July 22.—The Vol- 
can Water Company, through Col. 
Edward Fletcher, has made the first 
payment on the purchase price of the 
Carroll dam site, so-called, in the 
Crescent Valley, a few miles east of 
Escondido, which forms the drain- 
age for the San Pasqual River en 
route from the mountains to the 
ocean at Del Mar. 


The Carroll dam site is included in 
the proposition which Fietcher has 
offered to sell to the city of San 
Diego as 4 supply of water for do- 
mestic and purposes, which 
proposition consists of 400 square 
miles of watershed. The Carroll 
dam site is supposed to have been 
negotiated by Fletcher for about 
$100,000. To acquire the site it was 
necessary for the water company to 
buy all of the three ranches in the 
valley, as follows: Thomas Carroll, 
360 acres;
